On the first clay of March the asses­ 
sor begins the annu al task of listing 
personal property 
and all improv e 
ments on real estate made within the 
last year. 
As there are a great many 
people who do not thorou ghly u nder­ 
stand the assessment laws, we giv e a 
few facts explanatory of some of the 
moefc important featu res. 
The law designates the first day of 
March as the basis of all assessments, 
and all personal property, inclu ding 
money, 
notes ; and 
bonds (except 
gov ernment, state, cou nty and m u ni­ 
cipal bonds) which you possess on 
that day mu st be listed for taxation. 
All improv ement bonds issu ed u n­ 
der the Barrett law, su ch as street, 
sewer, etc., are taxable and mu st be 
listed. 
Dogs three months old on the first 
day of March mu st be giv en in for 
assessment at the time. 
If you do not 
own the dog, bu t allow it to stay with 
you , you are liable for harboring said 
dog. 
Now, as stated before, the assessor 
begins his work on the first day of 
Macrh and 
is allowed 
sev enty-fiv e 
days, or till the 15th of May. in which 
complete the work , bu t throu ghou t 
1 that time he is trying to find ou t 
what you had on the first day of 
M arch; therefore you can sav e time 
to 
you rself 
and 
greatly facilitate 
his'work by mak ing a complete list 
of all you r property 
on the abov e 
date, or as near thereto as possible. 
If you will do this the assessor will 
detain you bu t a few minu tes when 
he calls. 
If you hold notes, taxable bonds, 
bu ilding and loan stock , or accou nts, 
you can dedu ct'any debts you may owe 
from the su m thereof by mak ing an 
itemized list of you r indebtedness. 
You cannot tak e credit against cash 
on hand or on deposit of any debt that 
you may owe. 
Be v ery carefu l to list ail money, 
notes, bonds, bnilding and loan stock 
accou nts and all other property that 
you may hav e on the first day of 
March, for you cannot omit anything 
k nowingly withou t committing 
the 
crime of perju ry, as is shown by the 
followiu g interrogatory which yon are 
sworn to on you r assessment sheet. 
Read it v ery carefu lly. 
“ Hav e you , before the first day of 
March of the present year, either j» er- 
sonally or throu gh the 
agency 
of 
others, cau sed all or any l» art of you r 
taxble money or other property to be 
tera]>orarily conv erted, either bv sale, 
borrowing, exchange, or in any other 
manner, into bonds or other secu rities 
of the Uu ited States, not taxable, or 
any other property not taxable, with 
the inention to pay, retu rn or ex­ 
change or sell back property after you 
hav e made ou t you r tax statem » nt, for 
the pu rpose of ev ading the payment of 
taxes on su ch property ; or did you , on 
or after the first day of March of the 
present year, and before you saw this 
interrogatory, pay back , retu rn, or 
exchange or sell back su ch property 
for the pu rpose aforesaid?“ 
If you will answer the abov e inter­ 


r o g a t o r y tru thfu lly yon need hav e no 
fear of the cou nty assessor or tax fer­ 
rets. 
Mortgage exemptions mu st be 
filed with the cou nty au ditor in March 
and April.

The freight wreck which occu rred

Indianapolis. Feb 28.—When Repre­ 
senta tive Ananias Baker of Cass and 
Fulton counties arose in his seat the 
other day and sent to the speaker's 
desk five $20 bills given to him by a 
lobby ist for the purpose of securing 
his vote against the Parks cigarette 
bill, the success of that measure be­ 
came so certain that the corporations 
which 
employ ed 
ex -Senator 
O. 
A. 
Baker to defeat it lost nothing by the 
absence of their chief lobby ist from 
the scene of action. 
The truth is that 
the Indiana state capitol is not a prof­ 
itable field for the employ ment of the 
corrupt lobby ist, and the surprising 
thing is that the cigarette manufac­ 
turers have been so blind to the stlua- 
tion as to eutrust their interests to 
a “ fix er” of the Baker ty pe. 
Those 
who 
are 
familiar 
with 
ex -Senator 
Baker’s career say that he has been 
signally 
successful 
in 
manipulating 
legislation in other states, but it was 
evident for some time before Repre­ 
senta tive Baker performed his famous 
"coup” that anti-cigarette legislation 
had 
become 
a certainty , 
as 
much 
through the recognized presence of a 
professional lobby against it as for 
any other reason. 
Other interests have made the same 
mistake. 
The day of purchasing legis­ 
latures has gone by in Indiana, if in­ 
deed there ever was a general a ssem ­ 
bly In this sta te having in its member­ 
ship any considerable proportion of 
members susceptible to corrupt In­ 
fluences. which ia ex ceedingly doubt­ 
ful. 
The reflex influence of the lobby 
has been apparent during the past 
week in the attitude of the general 
assembly toward every measure hav­ 
ing the suspicion of corporate back­ 
ing connected with it. 
The testimony 
of those who have been familiar with 
Indiana general a ssemblies for many 
y ears, is that this legislature is to an 
unusual degree lacking in susceptibil 
Ity to lobby influences 
Money and Legislation.

In Indiana the governor, under the

vote which originally sent it to the 
governor’s desk 
But the moral effect 
of a gubernatorial veto Is such that 
the success of a measure after it has

Governor Hanly has not hesi­

wherever he has discovered legal or 
other objections to b.ills which have 
come before him.

Governor Hanly is known to be 
In full sy mpathy with the soldiers of 
the state, so that thia action was 
prompted only by a conscientious de­ 
sire to prevent the appointing power 
from being embarrassed in the effort 
to » ecure the very best material a vail­ 
able from any source for positions in 
the civil service of the slate. 
Gover­ 
nor Hanly also vetoed a number of 
special relief measures, including bills 
to reimburse local officials who have 
lost public funds through the failure j 
of banks. 
It is evident that Governor

Hanly is giving to every bill which 
somes before biro the most careful 
ftsrutiny , and he has sustained his po 


atfton in each ca se of adverse action 
by citing legal precedents and author* 
j ities of the most convincing charac­ 
ter. 
Helping Poor Townships. 
Governor 
Hanly 
has 
signed

Kean MU, providing for an increase of 
$hree-fifths of one cent in the tax 
levy for school purposes.

thus brought Into the sta te treasury 
is to be employ ed in giving relief to 
ninety Indiana townships now unable 
to provide schooling during a period 
of 120 day s in each y ear.

The addition of 
this 3-cent levy to the general fund 
will, it is thought, make ample pro­ 
vision for the unusual demands upon 
the sta te treasury created by the nec­
